The majority of immigrants live in large cities 


In 2001, 86.1% of immigrant households lived in one of Canada’s 
27 Census Metropolitan Areas (CMAs)*, compared to 58.0% of 
non-immigrant households (see Table 2). An even greater percentage 
of recent immigrant households (94.9%) resided in CMAs.

Relatively few recent immigrants own their homes 


Just under one-third of recent immigrant households owned their 
homes in 2001, compared to almost two-thirds of non-immigrant 
households (see Table 3). This difference can be partially attributed 
to the fact that integrating into local job and housing markets 
takes time for many immigrants.’ 


However, while recent immigrant households reported, on average, 
lower ownership rates relative to non-immigrant households, the 
ownership rates of immigrants and non-immigrants become 
increasingly similar the longer that the immigrant household has 
lived in Canada.2 The ownership rate among immigrant 
households whose maintainers had lived in Canada for 20 to 25 
years was marginally higher than that of non-immigrant 
households, and the rate among immigrant households whose 
maintainers had lived in Canada for 25 years or more was 
significantly higher.”

Recent immigrant households have more people 
in smaller homes than non-immigrants 


On average, recent immigrant households were comprised of 3.2 
people in 2001, compared to 2.5 people in non-immigrant households 
(see Table 4). Yet recent immigrant households lived in homes with 
fewer rooms and bedrooms. This would imply that recent immigrant 
households are more likely than non-immigrant households to live 
in crowded dwellings, one of the housing conditions examined below. 


Assessing Housing Conditions 


In this Highlight, the term “acceptable housing” refers to housing 
that is in adequate physical condition, of suitable size, and affordable. 


¢ Adequate dwellings are those reported by their residents as 
not requiring any major repairs. 


* Suitable dwellings have enough bedrooms for the size and 
make-up of resident households, according to National 
Occupancy Standard (NOS) requirements.!° 


¢ Affordable dwellings cost less than 30% of before-tax 


household income. !!

A household is said to be in core housing need if its housing falls 
below at least one of the adequacy, suitability, or affordability 
standards and it would have to spend 30% or more of its before- 
tax income to pay the median rent of alternative local housing that 
is acceptable (meets all three standards). 


Housing conditions cannot be assessed for certain households. 
CMHC regards shelter cost-to-income ratios of 100% or more as 
uninterpretable, so households with such ratios, along with 
households reporting zero or negative incomes, are excluded from 
the analyses of housing conditions. '* 

Recent immigrants spend more of their income 
on shelter than non-immigrants 


In the 200! Census, immigrant households on average reported 
$63,977 in before-tax income!?, 6.3% more than non-immigrant 
households (see Table 5). However, recent immigrant households 
reported $48,774 in income, 18.9% less than non-immigrant 
households.

On average, immigrant and recent immigrant households had 
higher shelter costs than non-immigrant households, and as a 
result, immigrant and recent immigrant households had higher 
shelter cost-to-income ratios (STIRs). However, just as ownership 
rates increased based on the length of time that an immigrant 
household has lived in Canada, STIRs among immigrant households 


similarly decreased until pre-1976 immigrant households had lower 


STIRs than non-immigrant households. 


Housing conditions improve the longer an 
immigrant household has lived in Canada 


In 2001, almost one in five immigrant households were in core housing 
need, and the incidence of housing need climbed to one in three 
among recent immigrant households (see Table 6). In contrast, only 
14.7% of non-immigrant households were in core housing need. 
Among renter households, 38.2% of recent immigrants were in 
core housing need, compared to 35.3% of immigrants and 29.0% of 


non-immigrants.

Among all CMAs, the difference in incidence of need between 
recent immigrant households and non-immigrant households was 
greatest in the Toronto CMA, where 43.5% of recent immigrant 
households were in core housing need, compared to 30.3% of 
non-immigrant households (see Figure 2). Among households living 
outside of CMAs, recent immigrants on average had a lower incidence 
of need than non-immigrants. This was also true in several smaller 
CMAs, implying that recent immigrants experience better housing 
conditions in smaller centres than in large CMAs!4 (see Appendix 
Tables |-3 for more detailed breakdowns of immigrant households).

While affordability is the predominant cause of core housing need 
among all households, the proportion of immigrant households 
living in housing that failed to meet standards other than 
affordability was significantly higher than for non-immigrant 
households (see Table 7). Compared to non-immigrant 
households, immigrant households, and particularly recent 
immigrant households, were far more likely to live in housing that 
was crowded or in need of major repairs. 


Recent immigrant renter households in core 
housing need spend half their income on shelter 


While average incomes vary greatly by core housing need status, 
there is less variation in shelter costs. As a result, households in 
core housing need spend a greater share of their income on 
shelter. For example, recent immigrant renter households in core 
housing need reported an average income of $19,686, 62.9% less 
than the average income of recent immigrant renter households 
that were not in need, but their average shelter costs were only 
0.9% lower than those paid by households that were not in need 
(see Table 8). Consequently, recent immigrant renter households 
in core housing need spent over half of their income on shelter.

Core housing need declined among recent 
immigrants between 1996 and 2001 


The incidence of core housing need among all households declined 
from 17.9% in 1996 to 15.8% in 2001 (see Table 9), with non-immigrant 
households experiencing a slightly larger decrease (-2.4 percentage 
points) than immigrant households (-1.5 percentage points). There 
was only a nominal change (-0.2 percentage points) in the percentage 
of pre-1976 immigrant households in core housing need. Recent 
immigrant households reported the greatest improvement (-5.7 
percentage points), although they also had the highest overall 
incidence of core housing need among immigrant and non-immigrant 
households, and hence the greatest room for improvement.

SUMMARY 


In 2001, immigrant households accounted for one-fifth of all 
households in Canada, while recent immigrant households, whose 
primary maintainer immigrated in the preceding five years, 
comprised 2% of all households. An overwhelming majority of 
immigrant households lived in CMAs, with the three largest CMAs 
- Toronto, Vancouver, and Montreal — home to almost 60% of all 


immigrant households. 


While recent immigrant households reported, on average, lower 
incomes, lower ownership rates, and higher incidences of core 
housing need relative to non-immigrants, the housing conditions of 
immigrants and non-immigrants become increasingly similar the 
longer that an immigrant household has lived in Canada. 


DEFINITIONS 


Households refer to all private households. People living in 
collective dwellings are excluded by definition (see Statistics 
Canada, 2001 Census Dictionary, Cat. no. 92-378-XIE, pages 190- 
193). 


When discussing core housing need, household data exclude farm, 
band, and reserve households (for which shelter costs are not 
collected by the census); households with incomes of zero or less; 
and households whose shelter costs equal or exceed their 
incomes.

Average shelter cost-to-income ratios (STIRs) exclude households 
with zero shelter costs. For renters, shelter costs include rent and 
any payments for electricity, fuel, water, and other municipal 
services. For owners, shelter costs include mortgage payments 
(principal and interest), property taxes, and any condominium fees, 
along with payments for electricity, fuel, water, and other municipal 
services. Income data collected by the Census of Canada refer to 
the calendar year preceding the census, while shelter cost data 
give expenses for the current year. Shelter cost-to-income ratios 
are computed directly from these data, that is, by comparing 
current shelter costs to incomes from the previous year. 


Canadian households are considered to be in core housing need 
if they do not live in and could not access acceptable housing. 


The term "acceptable housing" refers to housing that is 
affordable, in adequate condition, and of suitable size. 


* Adequate dwellings are those reported by their residents as not 
requiring any major repairs. 


* Suitable dwellings are not crowded, meaning that they have 
enough bedrooms for the size and make-up of resident 
households, according to National Occupancy Standard (NOS) 
requirements. 


* Affordable dwellings cost less than 30% of before-tax household 
income.
